STABILIZATION FUND WILL 
SOON BE IN OPERATION 


OTTAWA, May 3—Steps are being 
taken, it is understood, possibly be- 
fore the end of this week, to bring 
into operation the stabilization fund 
for certain agricultural products, an- 
nounced in the budget brought down 
by Finance Minister EB. N. Rhodes, 
on March 21. 

The fund will be operated’ by 
officials of the government without 
the necessity of employing any new 
staff, it is believed, and will likely 
be under the jurisdiction of the 
minister of finance, or possibly un- 
der a joint committee representing 
both the finance and agricultura) 
departments. 

By use of this fund the govern- 
ment aims to ‘‘peg” the pound ster- 
ling at $4.60, and make up to the
